Barry the Baton 
drops into town 
on coastal relay 


A DEDICATED team of 
volunteer runners are fer¬ 
rying a relay baton around 
the coastline of the UK. 

Barry the Baton passed through 
Dover last Wednesday on his epic 
journey, transported by runners 
known as Coasters. 

The wooden marker travelled into 
the town as part of the Southend to 
Portsmouth leg of the relay, which 
began back in Blackpool on May 9. 

The next section of the journey 
will see Barry travel from Dover 
to Hythe, before heading along 
the south Kent coast and, it is 
hoped, back to the starting point at 
Blackpool Tower by Saturday, 
October 9. 

The task is influenced by comedi¬ 
an Eddie Izzard’s achievement of 43 
marathons in 52 days, which 
inspired the group Coasters GB to 
pledge to run around the country 
with their mascot Barry the Baton. 

Runners from all across the coun¬ 
try, including Dover, are invited to 
help the group complete their aim. 

Sector coordinator for the 
Southend to Portsmouth stretch 
Mark Cage said: “We are making 
good progress on our stretch and 
everyone has a tale to tell about 
their time with (Barry) the baton. 

Heroic efforts 

“It’s been a real pleasure being 
involved and has reinforced to me 
how strong the ‘spirit of running’ is 
around our country. 

‘We’ve had people travel long dis¬ 
tances to get to the coast to take 
part, and some really heroic efforts 
from people to keep the relay going.” 

The Coasters range from part 
time joggers through to experienced 
ultra marathon runners who will 
each complete a section of the coast¬ 
line as the baton is passed around 
the country. 

Organiser Stu Prince said: “The 
event started off as an idea I put 
forward, rather tongue in cheek, on 
a runners forum. 

“The question asked was, “would

it be possible to do a relay around 
the coast of Great Britain?” 

“I expected quite a lot of chuckles 
and perhaps worse, when I posted 
the initial message. 

“Instead, a few chairs were actu¬ 
ally pulled up and questions asked. 

“The logistical nightmare of 
organising a relay of such magni¬ 
tude was put forward too. 

“However, amidst this noise, the 
coast was randomly divided into 
stretches and runners allocated. 

“We had nearly 400 runners as 
May approached, however, there 
were massive untaken gaps, even in 
the initial stretches we were going 
to cover. But all have wanted to ‘Do 
it for Barr/. 

“A further beauty of this event is 
that you can still be part of it. 
Simply go to www.coastersgb.co.uk. 

“It is free to take part and open to 
all abilities.” 

Following the completion of this 
relay, Mr Prince is looking at the 
idea of organising a similar event 
for the Olympic year in 2012.

Holmes was fined £50 for posses¬ 
sion of a class B drug and £50 for pos¬ 
sessing the tablets. 

He was ordered to pay £85 costs 
and £15 victim surcharge.

Engineers move in near harbour 


A SPECIALIST engineering compa¬ 
ny has opened its new office in Dover. 

Hamworthy pic, which focuses on 
the marine and energy markets, has 
located its new premises in Channel 
View Road. 

The new branch will focus upon 
services and sales for the Krystallon 
arm of the company, which pioneered 
gas scrubber technology. 

It is the proximity to the P&O head 
office, as well as the expertise in the 
shipping industry, that has led to the 
company locating in Dover. 

Head of Hamworthy Krystallon 
Sigurd Jenssen said: “The wealth of 
experience that we have found made 
Dover the natural choice when it 


came to establishing a new office. 

“We were looking for an area with 
significant shipping infrastructure 
and experience. There is a large base 
of well qualified people who know 
about the ships, how they are run 
and organised.” 

One of the first ships successfully 
fitted with the exhaust technology 
which reduces the pollutants 
released into the atmosphere was the 
P&O Pride of Kent. 

The exhaust gas seawater scrub¬ 
bers remove significant amounts of 
sulphur and particulates from enter¬ 
ing the air, both of which contribute 
to acid rain and health problems. 

Similar systems have also been 


installed onto the Holland American 
line cruise ship Zaandem and land- 
based facilities in Greece and Japan. 

Mr Jenssen said: “The installation 
on the Pride of Kent was commis¬ 
sioned at the end of 2005. 

“This is driven by legislation and in 
2015 the legislation kicks in. This 
gives us a few years for develop¬ 
ments. Eventually we’ll look at devel¬ 
oping the business and we could take 
on 10 to 20 people by 2015. 

“At the moment we are focussed on 
ferries, but there is a much bigger 
shipping sector. 

“There are more than 40,000 ships 
which will be affected by the regula¬ 
tion and that looks promising.” 
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Rare animal duo given 
sanctuary in zoo move

A PAIR of rare nocturnal animals 
which are endangered in the wild 
have been moved from their home 
outside Sandwich to a zoo in 
Sussex. 

The two binturongs - which are also called 
bearcats - were taken to Drusillas park in 
Alfriston from the Rare Species Conservation 
Centre, which specialises in animals that face 
extinction. 

The creatures originate from the south-east 
Asian rainforests where they are threatened by 
the destruction of their natural habitat, defor¬ 
estation and hunting. 

In some countries they are even eaten by the 
local population and regarded as a delicacy. 

The zoo said the animals, which are the size 
of large dogs, were settling in well. 

Binturongs are arboreal animals that either 
live alone or in a female-dominated group with 
their offspring. They also have scent glands 
which are more commonly used to attract 
potential mates rather than show them its ter¬ 
ritorial boundaries. 

They have also been domesticated as pets in 
the past, but at the same time, in some coun¬ 
tries they are deemed a culinary delicacy. 

Binturongs are also helpful to nature in other 
ways, such as seed dispersal and pest control. 

The animal is mainly a fruit-eater, but it is 
carnivorous and has an ability to capture and 
eat birds, small mammals, and even fish. 
Binturongs have been observed catching fish in 


the river waters they swim in. They will also 
eat carrion when available. 

The binturong is not a bear and the real 
meaning of the original name has been lost, as 
the local language that gave it that name is 
now extinct. 

Its natural habitat is in trees of forest canopy 
- in the rainforests of Bangladesh, Bhutan, 


Burma, India, Indonesia, Laos, Malaysia, China, 
Nepal, The Philippines Thailand and Vietnam. 

The Binturong can make chuckling sounds 
when it seems to be happy and utter a high- 
pitched wail if annoyed. 

They can also live more than 20 years in cap¬ 
tivity - one has been recorded to have lived 
almost 26 years.

It also means patients who may 
be suffering ongoing seizures or 
side effects from their medication 
can be regularly monitored. 

The package of care, available 
through the online Choose and 
Book system, has been praised 
nationally for helping more patients 
lead a seizure-free life and has been 
adopted elsewhere in the country. 

Anyone from across eastern and 
coastal Kent can be referred to the 
clinics which are running. 

Thanks to increased funding 
from NHS Eastern and Coastal 
Kent more people will now be able 
to be referred to these clinics. 

Dr Greg Rogers said: “This model 
of care allows people to be seen in a 
more relaxed setting, hopefully 
closer to home.”

Weather fails to 
put dampener on 
regatta weekend 


LESS than favourable conditions 
failed to prevent thousands of 
spectators descending on to the 
seafront for the 12th Dover 
Regatta last weekend. 

Numbers may have been slightly affected 
by the wind and rain but the event was still 
hailed as a success by organisers with more 
than 15,000 people thought to have visited 
over the weekend. 

The regatta was officially opened during 
the raising of the flag ceremony, conducted 
by the Dover Sea Cadets. 

The stands ranged from sweets through to 
the French market, community groups, a bal¬ 
loon stall and a rollercoaster simulator. 

The beach party on the Just Unique 
Roadshow stage was hosted by Gordon Skeggs 
who, ably assisted by his team and local singer 
Lousie Orfilla, kept the crowds entertained 
together with some up-and-coming local talent 
in the form of Jade and Kyra. 

It was also the first year where the new 
wave seafront was in place for the regatta, 
providing families with a route onto the 
shingle to watch the dragon boat and the 
lifeguard dog demonstrations. 

The annual dragon boat race was won 
by Wood Butchers, ahead of Team Jenner 
and a weary RNLI team which was feeling 
the effects of an early morning callout.

On the promenade, the Newfoundland dogs 
proved to be a hit, while live music was pro¬ 
vided by a blues band on stage. 

The newly-finished Dover Sports Centre pro¬ 
vided welcome refuge from the wind and rain 
before the sun broke through later in the day. 

A helicopter provided aerial tours of the 
town, circling above the docks and travelling 
along the coast. 

The RNLI helicopter was unable to make 
the search and rescue demonstration as it 
was called out on an emergency, but the 
RNLI did exhibit the capabilities of the 
Severn class lifeboat and the smaller 
inshore lifeboat from Walmer. 

The Saturday was rounded off with a fire¬ 
work show by A J Pyrotechnics of Dover, 
which lit up the night sky above the docks. 

The Sunday saw stronger winds which 
forced the cancellation of both the rowing race 
and the parachute display. 

The Lord Warden was on hand with the 
Mayor of Dover, Sue Jones, to take the salute 
from the parade of sail which saw yachts once 
again take to the water, led around the har¬ 
bour by the Port of Dover Police Rib, Delta 99. 

The regatta ended with the traditional 
Songs of Praise courtesy of Christians 
Together in Dover and incorporating the 
Blessing of the Seas. 


Czech jailed for smuggling immigrants 


A MAN has been jailed after smuggling 
six people through Dover in the back of 
a van. 

The 32-year-old from the Czech Republic 
has been sentenced to two years in prison 
at Canterbury Crown court for attempting 
to smuggle six Vietnamese citizens into 
the UK. 

Zdenek Vildner was pulled over by UK 
Border Agency (UKBA) officers as he 
entered the country in his Mercedes van. 

He claimed he was transporting band 
equipment from Paris to Stansted airport. 

Officer unloaded the van and found six 
black boxes that appeared to be stage 
speakers but on closer inspection revealed 
to be concealing five men and a woman. 

Mr Vildner was arrested and interviewed 
while the illegal stowaways were inter¬ 
viewed before being sent back the same day. 

On sentencing on Thursday, July 29, the 
court recommended that Mr Vildner 


should be deported after serving his 
imprisonment. 

Head of the UK Border Agency Local 
Immigration Team in Kent, Karyn 
Dunning, said: ‘Vildner set out to make 
money by abusing the immigration sys¬ 
tem and put people’s lives in danger in the 
way he concealed them in his vehicle. 

“This is a true success for us - an 
unscrupulous man is behind bars and 
would-be illegal immigrants have been 
stopped from entering the UK. 

“Day-in, day out, the Kent Local 
Immigration Team is acting on intelli¬ 
gence supplied by the community to pre¬ 
vent abuse of the immigration system. 

“I urge anyone with information to 
report it to us.”

Big rise in visits to castle 

THE attraction of Dover Castle is as strong as 
ever with recent figures showing a dramatic 
increase in the number of visitors. 

There has been a rise of 35 per cent in the 
number of people visiting the historic castle 
this summer (April 1 to August 1) compared 
with last year. 

Since the reopening of the Grand Tower at 
the start of August last year, more than 
355,000 people have come to the attraction. 

Dover castle was keen to attract a bigger 
family audience and the latest statistics 
reveal there has been a 14 per cent rise in the 
amount of family groups. 

English Heritage membership at the castle 
has also increased with more than 13,000 
membership cards sold, a jump of 78 per cent. 

Sales and marketing manager, Louise 
Dando, said: “All the research and investment 
we put into the opening of the Great Towers 
is clearly paying off. 

“With family events and activities through¬ 
out August and themed activities over 
autumn and winter, we expect visitor num¬ 
bers to continue to grow.” 


School turns on turbine 

A MILITARY school has taken the fight to 
climate change by installing a wind turbine. 

The Duke of Yorks School in Dover has got 
its grid-connected turbine up and running. 

The eco-windmill, is the first to be installed 
on the Defence estate and was installed by 
contractor PriDE. 

It will provide the school with a long-term 
source of sustainable electricity and it creates 
an educational tool for the school’s students. 

Over the course of its lifetime, the turbine 
is expected to generate 269,000kWh of 
energy, saving 145 tonnes of carbon dioxide 
and saving the school a total of £27,000.

FORREST’S Amusements Fun Fair is head¬ 
ing into Pencester Gardens today and will be 
there until Sunday (August 21). 

The fair, which is making its annual visit to 
Dover, was established in 1889 and is the 
largest travelling fair based in Kent.

Language test for 
new immigrants 

THE date that compulsory English tests 
for migrants come into force has been 
announced by the Minister of State for 
Immigration. 

All non-EU citizens applying to enter 
the country will have to prove they are 
able to speak and understand the lan¬ 
guage from November 29 this year. 

Once introduced, the new law will force 
any applicants from outside Europe to 
pass an English test before they will be 
granted a visa to stay in the country. 

The rules will include anyone applying 
to be the husband, wife or civil partner of 
any British national or somebody who is 
settled in the country. 

The tests will be compulsory for people 
living within the UK as well as overseas 
visa-applicants. 

Integrate 

The Minister of State for Immigration, 
Damian Green, said: “The new rules will 
help ensure that migrant spouses are 
able to participate in British life from the 
outset and integrate more easily into 
wider UK society.” 

Another announcement from the UK 
Border Agency is that it is set to abolish 
the certificate-approval scheme. 

The initiative was designed to force 
anyone in the UK subject to immigration 
control to apply for the certificate before 
marrying or entering a civil partnership. 

Due to changes following legal rulings, 
the system is no longer effective at pre¬ 
venting sham marriages. To repeal the 
act, a remedial act under the Human 
Rights Act has been laid in Parliament. 

The certificate-approval scheme is like¬ 
ly to be abolished completely later this 
year or early in 2011.

TOURISM in the county has had a 
bumper summer, according to fig¬ 
ures released by Visit Kent. 

Statistics for June show more cruise- 
passengers at Dover are spending time in the 
county while joining and leaving their ships. 

The tourist-information centres have seen a 
10 per cent increase in enquiries from people 
booking tickets, seeking accommodation and 
finding out about local attractions. 

Larger hotels have seen a 6 per cent increase 
in visitors, while smaller bed-and-breakfasts 
saw a 1 per cent increase. 

June also saw a 7 per cent rise in the number 
of visitors to attractions, while the same 
amount also took advantage of cross-Channel 
services. 

The business and conference sector also saw 
a 10 per cent increase in trade, partially due to 
companies rescheduling bookings that were 
disrupted earlier in the year due to the volcanic 
ash cloud. 

The chief executive of Visit Kent, Sandra 
Matthews-Marsh, said: “This is excellent and 
very welcome news. 

“The start of the 2010 was difficult - not least 
because the weather did not favour our many 
outdoor attractions and coastal resorts. 


“The warmer weather has seen people flock¬ 
ing to the coast and our Blue Flag beaches to 
enjoy the summer sunshine and savouring our 
splendid gardens and historic houses. 

“The market overall is still highly competitive 
and challenging, particularly for our cross- 
Channel service-providers and our hotels and 
guest houses. 

“Our excellent and varied attractions 
make Kent and Medway ideal for local and 
London people choosing to enjoy a staycation 
this summer. 

“Following the launch of our major advertis¬ 
ing campaign - Kent Contemporary - we are 


also seeing a marked increase in interest from 
visitors to London thinking of heading out of 
the city to enjoy the Garden of England. 

“I am particularly delighted that more cruise- 
passengers are taking the time to enjoy our 
county as this has been a key aim of the Visit 
Kent Cruise Partnership working closely with 
county attractions, transport-providers and, of 
course, the Port of Dover. 

“Furthermore, business confidence is grow¬ 
ing. At least half of our serviced accommodation- 
providers are now expecting to be performing 
better in the coming three months than for the 
same period last year.”

Pilots run tests on 
plane of the future 

A REVOLUTIONARY plane has been 
tested over Dover. 

The Gulfstream 450 was put through 
its paces as the pilot trialled a new 
flight-deck display. 

Honeywell International pilot John 
Tuten and co-pilot Paul Mrocka were 
trying out what has been labelled the 
cockpit of the future. 

The innovative system has been 
designed to improve safety and fuel- 
efficiency by enabling a straighter and 
shorter flight-path to be followed. 

The Synthetic Vision System converts 
flight data into a three-dimensional 
image of what is outside of the plane. 

This will allow the captain to see clear¬ 
ly, even if there is zero visibility outside. 


A BATTLE of Britain pilot has 
backed plans for an education 
centre to be built in Kent so the 
confused Prime Minister can come 
and brush up on his history. 

It comes after David Cameron’s embarrass¬ 
ing slip in calling Britain a “junior partner” to 
the United States during the Second World War 
air battle against Nazi Germany in the sum¬ 
mer of 1940 - despite the US not entering the 
war until December 1941. 

In the furious backlash since the gaffe, Mr 
Cameron has been accused of forgetting the 
heroics of those who repelled the Luftwaffe. 

Now, the trust behind the Battle of Britain 
memorial at Capel-le-Feme has renewed its 
appeal for help in raising money for an educa¬ 
tion centre so future generations can avoid 
similar mistakes. 

The centre will be designed as a living- 
history resource using film and technology to 
re-create the historic events of 1940. 

Wing Commander Bob Foster, who was 
just 20 when he took to the skies of Kent to 
defend his country from invasion, said it was

clear such a centre is needed. “We didn’t know 
it at the time, but the Battle of Britain played a 
huge role in this nation’s history and it’s 
important future generations should be able to 
understand and remember the events of 1940,” 
said the 90-year-old. 

“The fact even the Prime Minister can get 
confused about the history of such an important 
conflict makes it clear to me that this hi-tech 
learning centre will be a welcome addition to 
the national memorial at Capel-le-Feme.” 

Opportunity 

The memorial was the setting for the 70th 
anniversary commemorations on July 11 this 
year when 5,000 people gathered on the cliff-top 
to remember the British and Allied forces who 
fought between July 10 and October 31,1940. 

During the battle, just under 3,000 Allied 
airmen took to the skies - with some 550 never 
to return. 

The memorial trust chairman, Richard 
Hunting CBE, said the education centre - 
which aims to give visitors an opportunity to

experience what it was like to be one of The 
Few - will help politicians avoid potentially 
embarrassing slip-ups. 

While he accepted that Mr Cameron’s 
comment was an unfortunate mistake, he 
believes the facility will ensure future genera¬ 
tions better understand the significance of the 
Battle of Britain. 

“The youngest of our veterans - 19 of whom 
joined us on July 11 - is now approaching 90 and 
we won’t have them with us forever,” he said. 

‘When we can no longer rely on their memo¬ 
ries, young people will need an exciting, rele¬ 
vant visitor centre that will inspire them to 
keep alive the heroism and sacrifice that kept 
our shores safe 70 years ago.” 

The trust is appealing for help in raising 
£650,000 to create the visitor attraction.

Before the film, the audience 
will be invited to take part in a 
question-and-answer session 
with historians and eyewitness¬ 
es to the events of 1940. 

The BBC will also be showing 
a selection of films made this 
year retelling the key stories of 
the battle 70 years ago. 

Spectacular 

In 1969, the definitive movie 
about the Battle of Britain was 
released for the first time. The 
film featured a then-stellar cast 
including Olivier, Caine, Plum¬ 
mer, Ralph Richardson and Ian 
MacShane. 

Many of the film’s spectacular 
flying sequences were shot in 
the skies above Kent, and real- 
life Battle of Britain pilots 
considered them accurate repre¬ 
sentations of what it was like to 
fly during the historic dogfights. 

While the film’s airfield scenes

were shot in Essex, one of the 
key sequences featured The 
Jackdaw pub in Denton 

In the scene, Plummer, playing 
Squadron Leader Colin Harvey, 
uses the phone box to speak to 
his wife Maggie, played by 
Susannah York. 

Threatened 

The box is still there - despite 
being threatened with demoli¬ 
tion last year. 

Helen Brown, landlady of The 
Jackdaw, said: “We get a lot of 
people with connections to the 
RAF coming here, including 
some of the pilots who actually 
flew in the war. 

“On the wall are pictures from 
the film, as well as other 
mementoes of the pilots and air¬ 
crew and their aircraft. 

“Film fans come here as well 
because the pub is instantly 
recognisable in the movie. 

“They all want to see where 
the filming took place and the 
wall which was used in the shot 
is still in place - the exterior has 
hardly changed either.” 



Former Army major is back in the UK after Afghan jail misery 


BILL Shaw, 52, the former soldier 
acquitted of bribery by an Afghan 
appeal court, is back home in the UK. 

Mr Shaw, a former Army Major whose 
daughter lives in Dover, was found 
guilty of bribing officials in March. 

But the former military policeman, 


who was awarded the MBE for his serv¬ 
ice with the Royal Military Police in 
Iraq, Northern Ireland and Cyprus, 
always said he thought he was paying 
a legitimate fee to ensure the return of 
vehicles and on July 4 he was acquitted. 

The appeal court cited lack of evi¬ 


dence as the reason for dropping the 
charges. After spending time with work 
colleagues from security firm GS4 he 
flew to Dubai. There he was joined by 
wife Liz; daughter Lisa Luckyn- 
Malone, who lives in Dover; and two 
sons before flying back to the UK.

BJ Tritton wonders if his generation can ever be forgiven for such a toxic financial legacy 



“A YOUNG man who isn’t a socialist 
hasn’t got a heart. An old man who is a 
socialist hasn’t got a head.” 

So said David Lloyd George. And now we ageing baby 
boomers are getting the blame for leaving the younger 
generation to pay for our supposed profligacy. 

I cannot help but feel this is a distortion. All my life I 
have defended the welfare state, supported the NHS, 
had doubts about the free market and felt concern 
about the economics of home ownership - to name but 
a few beliefs which could be labeled “socialist”. 

As a young man, I believed hunger, poverty and 
inequality could be eradicated. I was aware that for 
this to happen, especially on a worldwide basis, my own 
circumstances would be reduced. I was prepared for 
that, believing quality of life had little to do with the 
sybaritic standards developing in our society. 

I voted for these things, campaigned for these things, 
made my feelings known - often to disapprobation, if 
not ridicule, from my peers. Not all of them; there were 
many who felt the same way. But nothing happened. 
The inequalities and economic absurdities continued. 

My wife and I gave up good jobs and moved to rural 
Wales, eking out a living in tourism and agriculture, 
believing there was a possibility capitalism would col¬ 
lapse. Still nothing happened. Despite recession in the 
early 1970s, society recovered and began to rebuild the 
house of cards again. Then something happened to me. 

The heart began to lose its influence and the head 
took precedence. By now we had three sons. I realised 
it was not my place to inflict upon them a lower stan¬ 


dard of living, but to give them all the advantages I 
could. If they later chose to deny materialism, that had 
to be their decision, not mine. 

I went back to the rat race, played the property game, 
took financial risks. Am I partly to blame for the immi¬ 
nent collapse of the welfare state? For the debt we are 
foisting on the younger generation? Of course I am. 

Every individual has a responsibility for the society 
in which they live. But to blame a whole generation for 
taking advantage of a situation into which we were 
actively encouraged is absurd. We did it for our chil¬ 
dren. We are still doing it for our children. Baby 
boomers are acting as unpaid child minders, subsidis¬ 
ing middle-aged children with families, still supporting 
the generation we are accused of abandoning. 

Yes, I fear for the future. I grew up with a welfare 
state and the NHS. To see it withering away frightens 
me for the sake of coming generations. I am equally 
concerned that essential aspects of society are threat¬ 
ened while unnecessary and immoral elements such as 
Trident renewal seem to survive. 

As an individual - and there are many like me -1 am 
more than prepared, for the sake of the generations we 
are accused of abandoning to an insecure future, to pay 
more taxes to support a welfare state. 

Not, I think, an attitude of a greedy, inconsiderate, 
parasitic baby boomer. To take from those who can 
afford it is a better road than to cut services to those 
who need them. As to those coming generations to 
whom we are leaving such a poisoned legacy.; I admit 
to my part. Now take your part. Hopefully, you can 
make a better job of it than we did.

MP should be aiding 
this port in a storm 

Deal relies on the Port of Dover 
for employment, both directly in 
terms of jobs and indirectly because 
of what the port and ferry workers 
spend in the shops and other local 
businesses.

While I’m sure no one would 
begrudge Mr Elphicke some time 
away from his daily commute from 
his Belgravia home to Westminster, 
it is a shame that he has chosen to 
unwind on the sun-drenched beach¬ 
es of southern Europe just when his 
constituents need him most.

Can power stations 
react to rising tide? 

While Energy Secretary Chris 
Huhne may appear to allow 
for another nuclear station at 
Dungeness, the circumstances 
remain clearly against such a move. 

This is because all such existing 
stations, and the proposed new 
ones, are located on coastal sites 
that are becoming increasingly 
vulnerable to sea-level rises. 

Indeed the latest reports on the 
Greenland ice-sheet show very 
worrying trends. 

A panel of scientists warned the 
US Congress on March 10 that the 
land-based ice-sheet is facing a 
melt tipping point within 10 years 
as world temperatures rise due to 
climate change. 

They advised that a further rise of 
just two degrees Centigrade, which 
is now regarded as an unlikely min¬ 
imum over the next few decades, 
would see Greenland’s ice melt into 
the Atlantic causing a worldwide 
sea-level rise of up to seven metres. 

Given that Dungeness and 
Romney Marsh, along with most 
of the coastal parts of Shepway, 
are all under this figure, it would 
be sheer folly to site another station 
at the current site for another 60 or 
so years. 

Further, it is already the case 
that site owners EDF are supposed¬ 
ly going to have to pay for building 
it without public subsidy, but will 
they also guarantee to pay for 
moving the shingle bank because of 
onshore drift in perpetuity as well? 

The UK, as with others, has far 
too long dragged its feet over imple¬ 
menting a strategy of producing 
the full range of renewables tech¬ 
nologies and other ‘green’ measures 
needed to better combat global 
warming; indeed we may now be 


too late to keep temperature rises 
to 2C by 2050 or so; but if we were 
to take a lead on this now we may 
still be able to avoid the worst con¬ 
sequences for our decendants and 
avoid leaving them with further 
nuclear waste problems and costs.

Mixed messages not 
good for immigration 

At the time of the general election 
the Liberal Democrate and the 
Conservatives had policies on 
immigration that were essentially 
diametrically opposed to each other. 

Nick Clegg’s Lib Dems promised 
an amnesty for more than one 
million illegal immigrants and a 
liberal open-door regime, while 
David Cameron for the Tories 
promised to put a firm cap on 
immigration from outside the 
European Union and only to allow 
in essential highly-skilled workers. 

After three months of coalition 
the country’s immigration policy is 
now in tatters and we have neither 
one thing or the other. 

Outside No 10, Mr Cameron tells 
us he is capping non EU immigra¬ 
tion, yet by the back door the Skills 
Secretary Vince Cable says he is 
letting in thousands of IT workers 
from India and elsewhere on inter¬ 
company transfers and even more 
students going to bogus language 
schools. 

Caps that are promised, then 
apparently exempt hairdressers, cir¬ 
cus artists, fitness trainers and any 


foreign footballer capable of playing 
for their national team and under¬ 
mining own home-grown talent. 

But what must really concern us 
all about the coalition’s immigra¬ 
tion policy is Mr Cameron recent 
well-publicised support for Turkey’s 
entry into the European Union. 

Never mind that Turkey is not 
fully part of Europe as most of us 
know it. Never mind that it has 
borders with Armenia, Azerbaijan, 
Georgia, Iraq, Iran, Syria etc. 

The fact that it has a population 
of more than 72 million people, who 
under the EU treaty, would be free 
to come and work and live here 
torpedoes any hope we have of con¬ 
trolling immigration and keeping 
the United Kingdom’s population 
within manageable limits. 

With Britain’s population growth 
already outpacing the rest of 
Europe, and with the population set 
to hit 70 million by 2029, we can no 
longer afford to fudge immigration 
policy or maintain the luxury of 
looking both ways at once for fear of 
upsetting people with the unwel¬ 
come truth that immigration has to 
be brought under strict control. 

Control that will only be jeopar¬ 
dised by cut backs in public services 
such as the UK Borders Agency 
staff at Dover and Heathrow or in 
police numbers by thousands across 
the country and cutbacks in benefit 
offices and courts. 

Any coalition is always a compro¬ 
mise, but when that compromise is 
clouded by double vision on immi¬ 
gration it threatens the nation’s 
economic and social stability and as 
such is not a price worth paying. 


Cameron and Clegg can’t have it 
both ways. 

They must either act now to 
stop fiirther immigration and 
withdraw Turkey’s invitation to 
join the EU or face up to the 
reality that time is running out 
in the UK those for politicians and 
parties who would rather ignore 
the issue and hope it will just go 
away. It won’t.

Tickets for Noble’s shows always sell fast, 
but at the time of writing, a handfiil of tickets 
remain, so book without delay if you want to 
see this highly-gifted and acclaimed comedian 
in action. 

Although Noble mostly turns down offers to 
appear on television, he has earned a huge fol¬ 
lowing during his years in the comedy busi¬ 
ness. 

Much of his popularity has spread by word of 
mouth and he has unveiled a new stand-up 
show every year since 1999, taking his high 
energy and original style of comedy as far 
afield as Australia on a regular basis. 

Raised in Cramlington in Northumberland, 
Noble’s comedy career started as a child when 
he performed a street show with a friend. 
When his mate grew bored of the act, Noble 
decided to go it alone and made his comedy 
club debut at the age of just 15. 

Due to licensing laws, the young comic had 
to be smuggled out through the club’s kitchen 
straight after his set, but Noble’s stellar career 
had taken off. 

The only non-comedy jobs he has ever had 
were selling juggling kits in a department 
store and selling balloons for a travelling 
clown troupe, for whom he performed as a stilt 
walker. But his high level of critical and popu¬ 
lar acclaim has allowed Noble to make his 
career mostly on the stage. 

Noble’s popularity has continued to soar 
over the years, with many fans raving about 
his extraordinary talent and mostly adlibbed 
shows. Although he claims to write gags in 
‘various tatty notebooks’, he is renowned for 
his ability to spin off on random tangents and 
perform shows that are often largely inspired 
on the spot. 

In this respect, Noble has been recognised as 
a truly remarkable performer. His achieve¬ 
ments include being nominated for the Perrier 
Award for his 1999 stand-up show Laser Boy, 
along with winning the Barry Award, the 
Time Out Award and numerous other acco¬ 
lades. 

Although Noble is often busy touring, he has 
accepted offers to appear on such television 
shows as Have I Got News for You, Jack Dee 
Live at the Apollo, Room 101 and Friday Night 



with Jonathan Ross. On radio, he is a regular 
contributor to BBC Radio 4’s Just a Minute 
and I’m Sorry I Haven’t a Clue. 

Noble’s worldwide travels have also led to 
the comic becoming the star of his own shows, 
including the Radio 4 series Ross Noble Goes 
Global and Ross Noble On. 

Noble used to live in Australia with his wife 
and daughter until their home was destroyed 
by last year’s bush fires, and the family has 


since moved back to the UK. 

He cites Billy Connolly as one of his comic 
heroes, saying on his website that the Big Yin 
is ‘the greatest stand-up this country has pro¬ 
duced and I would love to still be doing it at his 
age’.

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Airbender fails to come out on top 
in battle for our hearts and minds

M NIGHT Shyamalan is an odd 
choice to direct a special effects- 
laden adventure based on the pop¬ 
ular Nickelodeon animated TV 
series, Avatar: The Last Airbender. 

After all, this is the filmmaker who allowed 
us all to see dead people in The Sixth Sense, 
created a modern day superhero in 
Unbreakable and allowed an enraged Mother 
Nature to slaughter most of mankind in The 
Happening. 

The Last Airbender is a very different beast: 
a big budget journey of discovery, punctuated 
by sprawling battle sequences on a similarly 
grand scale to The Lord Of The Rings trilogy, 
that relies heavily on spectacle rather than 
substance or Shyamalan’s famed narrative 
twists. 

The writer-director juggles the myriad tech¬ 
nical elements, but he is occasionally let down 
by unconvincing digital effects that look more 
like a cartoon than live action. 

Moreover, some of the performances are 
more wooden than the gargantuan sets, creat¬ 
ing repeated moments of unintentional hilari¬ 
ty that cuts through the dramatic tension. 

The worst offender is a seemingly innocuous 
line from a village elder about her young 
charge being “the last bender” for miles. 

Orphaned siblings Sokka (Jackson 
Rathbone) and Katara (Nicola Peltz) discover 
a young boy called Aang (Noah Ringer) frozen 
in the ice near their village. 

The tyke is covered in strange tattoos and 
the siblings surmise that Aang must be the 
Avatar, destined to manipulate the four ele¬ 
ments (air, water, earth, fire). 

No sooner have the children arrived back at 
their village than outcast Prince Zuko (Dev 
Patel) from the Fire Nation and his soldiers 
capture Aang and hold him hostage aboard 
their ship. Thankfully, the prisoner escapes 
and begins the journey back to his temple, 
accompanied by Sokka and Katara. 


Meanwhile, Zuko’s father Fire Lord Ozai 
(Cliff Curtis) entreats trusted Commander 
Zhao (Aasif Mandvi) to find Aang, and prevent 
the boy from achieving his destiny. 

The Last Airbender screens in 3D in select¬ 
ed cinemas, but the increasingly popular for¬ 
mat was an afterthought, so don’t bother pay¬ 
ing the additional ticket prices for the honour 
of wearing uncomfortable plastic spectacles. 

A caption card at the beginning reads Book 


One: Water and it quickly becomes clear that 
this is the first film in a potential series. 

It’s hard to imagine subsequent chapters 
ever making it to the big screen. 

Ringer is a likeable hero, struggling to com¬ 
prehend his pre-ordained path, and Patel 
wrings as much pathos as possible from his 
underwritten role as the exiled prodigal son. 

Watery special effects aren’t convincing, and

WHEN a television programme puts 
God-fearing Amish teenagers with 
their British counterparts to experi¬ 
ence the extremes of our society, we 
know we can expect tantrums, shout¬ 
ing and denunciations. 

But watching Amish: World’s 
Squarest Teenagers’ that is precisely 
not what we get. 

Channel 4’s latest reality television 
offering went for the usual inflamma- 
toiy mix of people who really should 
never meet. 

In this case, the cast was barn-rais¬ 
ing, electricity-shunning Christians 
and a parade of Britain’s finest ghet¬ 
to kids, festival-goers and toffs.

AS my 13-year-old son and 
I paddled our canoe from 
the narrow waterway 
which had us ducking vege¬ 
tation like something from 
a King Kong film (his 
description), we suddenly 
burst out on to the South 
Walsham Broad. 

I bet no-one who saw us skimming 
across the expanse of still water, sur¬ 
rounded by lush, green countryside, 
would have guessed that half an 
hour earlier neither of us had been 
in a canoe before - it was easy. 

South Walsham Broad is the only 
private broad among the 120-odd 
miles of waterways that make up 
Norfolk’s biggest tourist draw. 

The Broads are beautiful, and while 
parts are packed with pleasure craft, 
you can easily escape the crowds. 

I was surprised to learn that the 
Broads are man-made. Peat dug for 
heat between the 1100s and 1300s 
filled as sea levels rose and by the 
16th century the navigable Broads 
became a vital part of the county’s 
transport system. 

Norfolk boasts more medieval 
churches per square mile than any¬ 
where else in the world (it also has a 
tradition of village signs too, which 
show the history of the village — 
there are more than 500). 

We stayed in a beautiful cottage in 
the tiny village of New Buckenham, 
300 yards from a Norman castle, 10 
miles south of Norwich, but 
lightyears away from the 21st centu¬ 
ry. 

The village shop, a two-minute 
walk away before breakfast, boasted 
‘Provisions’ on its sign. 
Unfortunately bread wasn’t deliv¬ 


ered until later and there wouldn’t 
be any eggs until tomorrow. 

Just up the road though, outside a 
rambling home, were plenty of eggs 
at 90p a dozen with an honesty box 
alongside. There were even pictures 
of‘the girls’ who’d laid them. 

Much of Norfolk feels like that, 
and there were lots of honesty boxes 
for all manner of local produce. It 
can still make you think you have 
stepped back in time. 

It has no motorways, so accept 
that driving even 20 miles will take 
40 minutes, and enjoy the scenery. 

Better still, dump the car and take 
a bicycle. There are no steep hills 
and there are miles of cycle-ways. 

Norwich, by contrast, is a bustling 
city with shopping to please every¬ 
one, from designer names to market 
stalls and unique shops in intricate 


little Lanes like Brighton. But all 
the time its spectacular cathedral 
and dramatic castle remind you of 
its affluent past. 

Seaside fans will love Great 
Yarmouth, a kiss-me-quick town on 
the east coast with miles of sandy 
beaches. Its pleasure beach provides 
top-notch funfair rides with a dose of 
adrenaline and the wooden roller 
coaster, complete with brake-man in 
the middle, shows thrill rides 
haven’t changed much in 50 years. 

Cromer on the North Norfolk coast 
is far more traditional, and handy 
for the North Norfolk Steam 
Railway from nearby Sheringham - 
10 miles of pure nostalgia. 

After a week I was sorry to leave. 
It is a gentler pace of life with a wel¬ 
come in every pub and restaurant. 

We’ll definitely be back.

YOU don’t need to climb into the 
Leon FR to be seduced. 

Our test car looked superb in what the 
Spanish ‘Auto Emocion’ brand calls ‘Speed 
Blue’ - a £550 option from Seat’s so-called 
custom palette, which looks suspiciously like 
what the trade also used to call ‘base colours’ 
ie the non-metallics. 

But here’s the thing; Seats invariably look 
great in bold colours and people seem happy 
to pay extra to escape the monochromic 
motoring hell that was two decades of silver 
and grey metallic. 

Our car was also shod with 18-inch Orion 
black alloys (£510) making it sure to turn heads. 

It’s not even Seat’s hottest Leon yet the FR 
looks fiery enough with its coupe lines and 
twin-chromed exhausts. 

And you are still being led by the nose as you 
grip the fat leather wheel and note tasteful red 
seat stitching, but then things unravel - the 
rest of the cabin is dull; it is durable, but 
details can feel cheap and the dashboard is 
generally drab.

using the excellent VW Golf platform and 
well-known VW powertrains, while infused 
with the character of Seat itself. 

The test car was particular fun with a 170PS 
(167bhp) 2.0-litre turbodiesel plus six- 
speed/twin clutch VW DSG gearbox. 

It might sound like a contradiction, but 
this automatic ‘box is the perfect partner for 
a sporting car in the real world; it changes 
itself when you are bogged down in traffic, 
but you can race through the gears yourself 
on a clear road by using Fl-style paddles on 
the wheel. 

It’s even slightly faster than the manual, 
taking eight seconds to reach 62mph, and only 
marginally worse on fuel. 

Providing you use gearbox and chassis 
sensibly, it will average around 50mpg and 
attracts just £125/year in road tax - not bad 
for such a sporting car mixing reassuring grip 
and handling with a decent ride. 

However, to spec up with the bold colour 
and alloys plus that highly attractive gearbox 
you will add £2,310 to the £19,490 of our FR 
CR model - a lot of money when you consider 
that the Leon range starts at a modest 
£13,975.

New-buildstobeless 
of a taxing proposition? 

A CHANGE to tax proposals could mean 
that new-build properties become more 
popular with buyers, according to one 
property expert. 

The Government is considering a high¬ 
er stamp duty tax for homes that are 
poorly insulated. Homes that lose large 
amounts of energy through draughty 
windows and poorly insulated lofts would 
be subject to the higher tax, say experts. 

Reacting to the claims, the founder of 
newhomesforsale.co.uk Vernon Pethard 
said people will be encouraged to buy new 
homes to avoid falling foul of this tax. 

“Threatening an increase in stamp 
duty on older, poorly insulated homes is 
likely to deter people from buying one 
because it’s not always possible to bring 
them up to modem standards,” he said. 

UK best for investors in 
commercial property

Market rise in house prices 
met with some scepticism 


COMMERCIAL property insurance 
customers have been told there is little 
reason to believe the UK commercial 
property market has become overvalued 
as a result of recent price rises. 

Ed Stansfield, property economist, sug¬ 
gested the UK had seen “one of the bigger 
corrections” of all global commercial 
property markets during the downturn 
and, equally, one of the larger recoveries. 

“The bottom line is that there is not a 
lot of evidence to suggest the UK market 
had become overvalued as a result of the 
upswing,” he said. 

Mr Stansfield’s comments follow the 
Global Investment Perspective report by 
HSBC, which claimed the UK remains 
the most attractive commercial property 
market for investors. 

Slight drop in number 
of tenants owing rent 

A FIFTH of private-residential landlords 
have had tenants in rent arrears over 
the last three months, according to new 
research by the National Landlords 
Association. 

During the second quarter of 2010, just 
over 21 per cent of landlords experienced 
rental arrears. This represents an 
improvement on the previous quarter 
when teh figure was at 24.5 per cent. 

Furthermore, the average amount of 
outstanding rent arrears has dropped 
significantly from £978 in the first three 
months to £799 in the second. 



THE HOUSING market has 
received a boost following the news 
from the Halifax that prices rose 
unexpectedly last month. 

The news comes as a welcome relief as 
overall prices have been falling in the last few 
weeks, but Halifax analysts saw a 0.6 per cent 
upswing. 

This news has been greeted with jubilation 
by investors and homeowners. 

But there are still fears the market is 
volatile and has been completely settled. 

The average price increased to £167,425 
from £166,351 and followed falls in the previ¬ 
ous three months, including a 0.6 per cent fall 
in June. The rise beat economists’ forecasts of 
a 0.3 per cent fall in July. 

“The mixed pattern of monthly rises and 
falls over the first seven months of the year is

consistent with a slowing market,” said 
Martin Ellis, housing economist at Halifax. 

“It is also in line with our view that house 
prices will be broadly unchanged over 2010 as 
a whole.” 

Prices in July were 4.8 per cent higher com¬ 
pared with a year earlier, the same as the 
year-on-year increase in June, but lower than 
the peak of 8.7 per cent in April. 

Since the beginning of this year the average 
UK house price has fallen by £2,059, or 1.2 per 
cent. Prices are 16 per cent below their August 
2007 peak. 

Mr Ellis said that while low interest rates 
and a recovering economy continued to sup¬ 
port the housing market, an increase in the 
number of properties being put on the market 


- boosted by the coalition Government’s abo¬ 
lition of Home Information Packs (HIPs) - had 
relieved some of the supply constraint which 
drove prices up in 2009. 

However other experts have issued warnings. 

Paul Diggle, property economist at Capital 
Economics said that monthly house prices 
were volatile and would continue to be so in 
the short term. 

He said July’s increase did not change the 
likelihood that prices are set for a period of 
“considerable weakness” in the remainder of 
this year and into 2011. 

“The weakness in buyer activity, signs that 
credit conditions may be tightening again, the 
possibility of renewed weakness in the labour 
market in the next year, and the hit on house¬ 
hold incomes that the fiscal squeeze will bring 
over the next few years, will all weigh on house 
prices,” Mr Diggle said. 


Buy in right catchment area and your child will reap reward 


PARENTS could be making a 
good investment by paying more 
for a house within the catchment 
area of a good school. 

The additional spending will be 
worth it if the location of a higher 
priced property improves the 


chances of children being admitted 
to a particular school, according to 
Mouseprice director Selwyn Lim. 

He advised parents that it is 
also worth considering the life¬ 
time value of such an investment. 

Mr Lim explained: “That premi¬ 


um doesn’t actually sound like 
that much if that is to be spread 
across the entire schooling age of 
a child or 2.4 children [per family] 
on average. It doesn't translate to 
that much money per child per 
year if you divide it.” 


Nationwide reported that parents 
are prepared to pay an extra 4.6 
per cent - £8,670 - for a property 
in a good school catchment area. 

A ten per cent pass rate in Sats 
also adds a 3.3 per cent premium 
to a property in a particular area.

Battling Stupples puts

KAREN Stupples staged a decent 
defence of her S4C Wales Ladies 
Championship of Europe by 
finishing fifth at the weekend. 

The 37-year-old left her best round for last, 
carding a three-under-par 69 to finish one- 
under for the tournament at Conwy Golf 
Club. Her total of 287 was five behind even¬ 
tual winner, Lee-Anne Pace from South 
Africa. 

The event was Stupples’ last in Europe 
before returning home to Florida to resume 
her season on the LPGA Tour. It was by far 
the most successful of the three tourna¬ 
ments the Deal golfer played in, following a 
missed cut at the Women’s British Open and 
joint 43rd at the Evian Masters. 


Windy conditions in north Wales made the 
first day an exercise in damage limitation as 
just three of the 138-strong field broke par. 
In the context, Stupples’ four-over-par round 
of 76 represented a solid start. 

Day two was little better and three bogeys 
in the opening seven holes left Stupples in 
danger of missing the cut. Birdies at the 
ninth, tenth and 12th changed the momen¬ 
tum and although another dropped shot 
swiftly followed, Stupples picked up two 
more shots to card a one-under-par 71. 

A mixed third round ended strongly with 
two birdies in the closing three holes to seal 
another 71, although Pace’s 67 meant 
Stupples began Sunday’s final round six 
shots adrift of the lead. 

A dropped shot at the fifth was more than 
cancelled out by an eagle at the par five 
ninth hole, but despite back-to-back birdies 
at the 11th and 12th it was not enough to 
mount a serious challenge. 

Stupples returns to action on Friday at the 
Safeway Classic in North Plains, Oregon.
